Meets With. Planners 


White To Proceed 
With Calling Of 
: Special Session

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Former selectman Sidney P. White 
Tuesday night told the Planning Board 
; that he will bring his proposal for multi- 
family housing on an Andover Street- 
Argilla Road lot before a special town 
meeting this November whether the board 
supports his proposal or not. 

White needs town meeting approval of 
his plan to rezone the 18-acre parcel from 
single family to apartment zoning so that 
developer Wynwood Associates can build 
‘country estates,’’ or a cluster develop- 

Hardware ment, on the land. 
St., Andover “I think there is plenty of time for the 

1156 town to prepare for a special town 
meeting, and I am thoroughly convinced 
that I would go through with it even if 
town boards are opposed,’’ White told the 
planning board. 

He said there is ‘‘a demand and a good 
strong argument’’ for the multi-family 
housing he proposes to build on the land. 

Atty. Andrew Caffrey, representing 
White, agreed with the director of com- 
munity development and planning that 
there is probably not enough time between 
now and Nov. 10, when White proposes to 
call the special town meeting, for the town 
to prepare an amendment to the zoning 
bylaw to provide land for multi-family 
housing. 

All zones where such housing is now per- 
mitted are currently full; the planning 
board intends to study alternative plans 
for amending the zoning bylaws. 

However. Caffrey said, White’s warrant 
article will simply request that the An- 
dover Street land be rezoned to an apart- 
ment zone, with special restrictions or 
‘“‘convenants’’ worked out between White 
and the town, to protect the town’s in- 


terests.

Selectmen Join Effort 


Because theHistorical Commission’s ef- 
forts to save'the Shattuck Farm buildings 
on Digital Eq¥ipment Corp. property in 
Andover Tech Park have met with little 
success, the selectmen will now join that 
effort, the board décided Monday night. 


“There have been a lot of wheels turning 
in regard to this matter, without anything 
being achieved,’’ said Selectman Edward 
Harris, who suggested the selectmen 
come to the aid of the town’s Historical 
Commission. 


Although Digital now owns the land 
where the farm buildings stand, the 
buildings belong to 98 Building Trust, 
Arkwright-Boston Insurance, owners of 
the Tech Park land. 

Harris moved that he and Selectman 
Norma Gammon meet with Digital, 
Arkwright and Trust representatives to 
discuss the buildings because ‘‘not much 
success has been achieved by those talking 
with them up to this point.”’ 

Selectman Susan Poore, however, 
recommended that the board take a 
“cautious approach’’ to the discussions

because the buildings belong to 93 Building 
Trust, while the land belongs to Digital. ‘‘I 
would like to pursue preservation of the 
buildings but I am a little leery of the legai 
ramifications,’’ Poore said. 


Historical Commission member Derry 
Lewis told the selectmen the com- 
mission’s first preference is for the 
buildings to remain on the Digital land, to 
be used by Digital. 

A second alternative would be for 
Digital to sell thé land to another 
developer, who would use the buildings on 
their present site, Lewis said. 


Lewis said the least desirable solution 
would be to move the buildings to another 
location. ‘‘We don’t want this, but if we 
have to move the buildings to preserve 
them, we will,’’ Lewis said. ‘‘They are 
part of our heritage.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark com- 
mented that while the town is ‘‘generally 
interested in saving the buildings as 
historic landmarks, we are also trying to 
cultivate good will with Digital and 
Arkwright.’’

Playing Fields 
To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 


In recent weeks we have become quite 
dismayed about the attitude exhibited by 
town officials with respect to fields, 
utilization. and restoration plans. It 
appears that these individuals, from the 
town manager on down, blame the 
deplorable condition of the fields in town 
on the excess utilization by youth sport 
groups. 

We find this attitude outrageous. Let us 
point out that outside of the Eugene Love- 
ly Field there is no maintenance of fields 
to speak of. One visit to these fields is eye- 
opening to say the least. But let’s not 
blame the youth groups. Let’s place the 
blame squarely where it belongs — on the 
shoulders of those officials who manage 
the town and its fields, for failure to ade- 
quately maintain them. 

What is particularly annoying to us is 
that inearly 1979 the townspeople were 
told that within the next year or two at 
least one. possibly two, new fields would 
be developed. The area under considera- 
tion was off Greenwood Road, where the 
old dump was located. On May 7, 1979, 
Town Meeting approved Article Eleven, 
which was for the appropriation of $21,500 
for the construction of these playing 
fields. It is now nearly two years later, 
and there are no new fields. What 
happened? Now, the self-serving officials

Selectmen Give White Legal Assist 


Apparently determined to gather the 
necessary signatures and initiate a special 
town meeting this fall, former Selectman 
Sidney P. White Monday asked selectmen 
to allow town counsel to review the legali- 
ty of his proposed warrant article. 

The selectmen voted unanimously to 
allow Town Counsel Alfred Daniels to 
review White’s article, which would 
amend the zoning bylaws to allow multi- 
family housing on an 18-acre parcel of land 
on Andover Street and Argilla Road. 


However, Selectmen Chairman James 
Abramson cautioned that the vote did not 
mean the selectmen have softened their 
stance against a fall town meeting: ‘‘We 
are just extending a courtesy to Mr. 
White,”’ the chairman said. ‘‘But this in no 
way indicates that the board has changed 
its position — we are not in favor of con- 
sidering this matter at this time.”’ 


White turned to the selectmen after 
Town Manager Jared S. a. Clark last week 
denied his request to have town counsel 
review what White called ‘‘the language

and technicalities’ of the private article. 
“It’s important to know whether we are 
going in the right direction,’’ White told 
the selectmen. 

Clark explained that he turned down the 
request because he ‘‘thought it was clear 
that first. the selectmen do not want a fall 
town meeting, and second, the board 
wants the matter considered more fully by 
the planning board, including the possibili- 
ty of allowing more lower-cost housing in 
Andover — which does not fit in with Mr. 
White’s plans.”’ 

Selectman Susan Poore, however, said 
the town ‘‘traditionally extends the 
courtesy of having Mr. Daniels review the 
legality of private articles to any 
petitioner. 

“It would be a shame to call a town 
meeting. at considerable expense to the 
town. and then have it called on a 
technicality.’’ Poore said. ‘“‘That would be 
a true waste of money.”’ 


Selectman Jerry Silverman said, ‘‘I 
agree, I wouldn’t want to get that far, to 
get to town meeting, and then find out that 
the motion is out of order.”’ 

White said he came to the meeting ‘‘hop- 
ing to receive a little encouragement on 
my proposed project.’’ But the selectmen 
continued to express opposition to holding 
a single-issue special town meeting to con- 
sider changing the zoning bylaws. 


‘My concern is, is the planning board 
going to be ready for this?’’ said Select- 
man Norma Gammon. ‘‘This is a fantastic 
proposal, I feel, but on the other hand, are 
we prepared for the rest of the town to be 
opened up to this type of housing?’ 

White proposes to sell the 18-acre parcel 
to developer Wynwood Associates, who 
would build ‘country estates”’ or a cluster 
development on the land. The develop- 
ment would include 48 units, and would be 
modeled after the East Street Con- 
dominiums in Lexington, White said.* 


However, because all areas of the town 
where multi-family housing is permitted 
are now full. town meeting must approve 
amendments to the zoning bylaws to allow 
the proposed development. 

Town officials favor waiting until spring 
to consider possible zoning changes, after 
further Study by the planning board, partly 
because new multi-family housing could 
increase the density of the town. 


But Andover Atty. Andrew Caffrey, 
representing White, said the former 
selectmen’s article will seek only to 
rezone the Andover Street land from 
residential to apartment zoning, to allow 
multi-family housing there. 

The private article will include 
“covenants between the builder and the 
town for this parcel,’’ Caffrey said.

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‘These covenants would back up the zon- 
ing change. to make sure it’s acceptable to 
the town — there are a lot of safeguards 
for the town built into this.”’ 


Caffrey said that if White waited until 
the annual town meeting next spring to 
present the article. ‘‘we’re afraid,

other developers will decide this is a good 
idea and put their articles in — and we'll 
be lost in the flurry.’’ 

He added that the price of building the 
units would ‘‘escalate by that time.”

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Subdivision Sewer Extension Granted 


The selectmen, sitting as sewer com- 
missioners, Monday night approved An- 
dover Country Club developer Yvon Cor- 
mier’s request for a sewer extension per- 
mit which will allow him to sewer the en- 
tire 272-home subdivision. 

Cormier’s gravity-feed sewer plan calls 
for extending and improving the Lowell 
Street sewer line in accordance with the 
town’s master sewer plan, entirely at the 
developer’s expense. 

The town manager noted that while the 
developer’s original sewer plan did not 
completely conform with the town’s 
master sewer plan, it had since been 
amended to conform with that plan. 

Cormier’s plan could be further amend- 
ed in the future, Town Manager Jared S. 
A. Clark told selectmen, if Cormier ob- 
tains an easement through town conserva- 
tion land. 

The easement would allow the builder to 
extend the sewer line by removing a 
smaller amount of earth material and 
fewer trees, Clark said. 

Following the recommendation of the 
town manager, board of health and depart- 
ment of public works, four selectmen 
voted to approve the plan, which was sub- 
mitted to them last month. 

Selectman Susan Poore asked that her 
vote be recorded as “‘present.’’ 

Donald Bancroft of 20 Argyle Road ask- 
ed the town manager whether the ad- 
ditional sewerage would overtax the 
Riverina Road pumping station, which is 
scheduled for improvement within six 
years. (No timetable has been set for that 
project, which would involve federal fun- 
ding assistance. ) 

Clark replied that ‘‘one area may have 
problems, if there is a coincidence of 
events — which is not impossible.’ 
Problems could occur if one of the pum- 
ping station’s two pumps broke down dur- 
ing a rainy period, he said. 

__If the station were overloaded, the ex- 
cess sewerage would not back up, but

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would go into the Shawsheen River, the 
manager said. 

Clark explained that the station is 
designed to handle 8 million gallons per 
day, with one pump operating while the 
other rests. During dry weather, the sta- 
tion operates at a peak capacity of six and 
one half million gallons per day, he said. 

However when there is more than one 
day of rain both pumps must operate 
simultaneously, the manager said. Work- 
ing together, the pumps have a ‘‘func- 
tional capacity’’ of 1342 million gallons a 
day. 

Operating at functional capacity 
shortens the lifespan of the pumps, Clark 
said. He said the station has exceeded its 
functional capacity only once, during a 
Jan. 28, 1979 ‘100 year’’ rainstorm. 

He proposed that the town consider 
adopting a moratorium on new sewer ex- 
tensions until the pumping station is 
replaced, as well as buying a third pump 
at a cost of $30 to $35,000. 

‘“‘The new pump would decrease the risk 
of malfunctioning,’ Clark said, ‘‘and we 
would have an old pump available for 
standby use, so that if and when one pump 
quits, we would have an immediate 
replacement.” 

The existing pumps, designed to last 20 
years, are now 16 years old, Selectman 
Poore said. 

The possible removal of a rainwater 
catchbasin on Andover Street would have 
little effect on the pumping station capaci- 
ty, Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade said, in reply to a question from 
Selectman Edward Harris. 

McQuade said removal of the 
catchbasin, which may be part of a future 
project to repair Andover Street, would 
remove water from the system equivalent 
to that produced by ‘‘many homes during a 
peak period.” 

However, he pointed out that the amount 
of water that would be eliminated from 
the system if the catchbasin were to be 
removed would not be significant enough 
to effect the pumping station’s capacity. 

In any case, the town manager said, 
repairs to Andover Street have not been 
fully discussed. He added that removal of 
the catchbasin is ‘‘neither imminent nor 
automatic.” 

Selectman Poore said she was concern- 
ed that the town might not be able to 
provide sewer service to all the residents 
who have a legal right to the service. 

“If everyone were to follow the thought 
that sewers are more pleasant (than on- 
site disposal systems), and lined up for 
them tomorrow, would we in fact be able 
to get them on line?”’ 

Poore said Cormier’s request for a 
sewer extension was ‘‘a privilege, not a 
right,’’ while current residents have a

P.A. To House 
Program

After a quick review of possible alter- 
native designs for the West Junior High 
School I.M.C. (library), the school 
building committee Thursday night voted 
unanimously to ‘‘reaffirm’’ their earlier 
approval of a design that includes a 
pagoda-shaped roof. 

“In my personal opinion, it wouldn’t 
hurt to add a little new aesthetics to West 
Junior High,’’ said committee Chairman 
Kenneth Gropper. ‘‘We want the students 
to use this library — and if it doesn’t 
appeal to them, they won’t go in there.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark noted 
that some of the alternatives offered by 
the architect, at the committee’s request, 
“are so bland that to me, they should be 
universally offensive, as opposed to the 
pagoda design, which offends one segment 
of the community.” 

The building committee decided to take 
another look at the proposed library 
design, originally given final approval in 
July, after some residents and town of- 
ficials expressed their disapproval of the 
oriental flavor of the design. 

The committee last month asked 
architect Herbert Glassman of Perley F. 
Gilbert Associates, Lowell, to develop 
several alternative roof designs for the 
committee to review. 

However, Gropper stressed that the 
committee was reassessing the roof 
design only ‘‘to make sure everything is 
taken care of and to alleviate any future 
problems, and not necessarily to change 
the design.”’ 

In moving to accept the original design, 
committee member Paul Curley said, 
“This is the original statement the 
architect wants to make. It is his design, 
and I move we go ahead with it.”’ 

At earlier meetings, the architect said 
his design is intended to help preserve the 
garden atmosphere of the junior high

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark told 
the school building committee last 
week that the school department had 
targeted January, 1981 as the date to 
move the program to the temporary 
quarters at the academy.

The architect pointed out that at 32 feet 
by 32 feet in width, the pagoda-shaped por- 
tion of the roof is ‘‘not as big as people 
think.’’ He added that only the top half of

A preliminary report on the historical 
significance of the building will be 
given then, following a town study of 
the 100-year-old building as requested 
by the state historical commission. 

The manager also told the committee 
last week he plans to meet with 
representatives of town youth athletic 
groups to keep them up-to-date on the 
status of town playing fields scheduled 
for reconditioning.

25 meeting of the committee at town 
hall, is the hiring of a construction 
manager to supervise the project and 
architects’ consulting and equipment 
reports.

“The library will mainly be viewed from 
inside other buildings that surround it,’’ 
said Glassman. ‘‘you will only see the very 
top of the roof from surrounding points.’ 

The pagoda roof tops only the center 


_ portion of the I.M.C., and will be surround- 


ed by a lower level roof, Glassman said. 

The design ‘‘creates height and light in- 
side the library, without an enormous 
amount of volume to be heated,’’ the town 
manager explained. ‘‘It was chosen in part 


for this very functional aspect of the 
design.”’ 

Glassman said he had made two 
modifications of the original design: 
First, jutting angles on two sides of the 
building have been eliminated, resulting in 
a rectangular design. 

This change does not reduce the square 
footage of the library, but ‘‘simplifies the 
Structure, saves some peripheral trees, 
and will result in a dollars and cents 
Savings.’’ Glassman said. 


And second, the architect has lessened ; 


the upswept curve along the lower edge of 
the roof ‘‘to remove what some feel as 
oriental aspect of the design,’’ said 
Glassman. 

What committee members most wanted 
to know was whether the curved roof 
would be likely to leak, like what com- 
mittee member Donald Robb called the 
“infamous Bancroft School roof.’ 

‘““No roof should leak,’’ the architect 
said. ‘‘Whether a roof leaks or not doesn’t 
have anything to do with the style. It has 
to do with the construction. 

The architect said problems with the 
Bancroft roof resulted from ‘‘the way the 
school was put together, rather than the 
design.” 

He added that flat roofs ‘‘generally 
cause more problems than any other kind 
of roof.’’ 

The new I.M.C. roof will be made of 
copper. Glassman said, because copper is 
‘the best material, as long-lasting as you 
can have.”’ 

Glassman presented the committee ten 
detailed drawings of alternative roof 
designs, including flat roofs, a smaller 
gazebo, sloping roofs with flat tops, and 
one design with a small rectangular 
tower. 

He also circulated photographs of New 
England buildings with pagoda or gazebo 
roofs, including a church, and an office 
building.

Tuesday is election day in Massachusetts, the day 
that voters have the opportunity to select candidates for 
the various state and congressional offices on the 
November ballot. 

Traditionally, primary elections do not carry favor 
with voters for a variety of reasons. Among the 
deterrents is the necessity to declare oneself through 
selection of either a Democrat or Republican ballot. 
Other reasons fall into the category of the usual apathy 

about the democratic process and the feeling that one’s 
vote doesn’t really mean anything in a primary. 

Tuesday’s primary, however, is as important, if not 
more so, than the November Presidential election.

The state senate district which includes precincts six 
through eight in Andover has contests for the 


Republican nomination. 


Another primary election battle in which Andover 
voters will have a say, is the race > for the Democrat 
nomination for Congress. 


Rep. James Shannon, completing his first term in 
that office is being challenged by Robert Hatem for the 
right to face William Sawyer in the November finale. 


Both have campaigned vigorously these past several 
weeks and should have aroused sufficient interest 
among Democrats and unenrolled voters to turn out in 
good numbers on Tuesday to render a fair decision. 


There will be other contests up for voters considera- 
tion, county positions among them. 

There is then, sufficient reason for Andover residents 
to take the time on Tuesday to get to Andover High 
school gymnasium between the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 
p.m. to exercise their franchise. 

As for the unenrolled, or independent, voter it is con- 
venient to return to that status after Tuesday’s election. 
Simple notification through a card to the town clerk’s 
office will remove the Democrat or Republican 
designation beside your name on the voting rolls, after 
casting a ballot on Tuesday. 

Putting it bluntly, we consider Tuesday’s participa- 
tion in the democratic process to be of primary impor- 
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tance to all voters of the community.

Even Reagan’s running 
mate, George Bush, has been 
given fairly respectful treat- 
ment by the Soviet press. He 
is identified simply as the 
former head of the CIA -- 
without the addition of the 
lurid adjectives usually used 
whenever the CIA is 
mentioned. 

The Kremlin watchers 
don’t think for a minute that 
Leonid Brezhnev and _ his 
boys really like Reagan. But 
the experts suspect the Sovi- 
et leaders are encouraged 
by Reagan’s support of 
Taiwan -- and the discom- 
fort this has caused Red 
China.

The 
only problem to be worked 
out is the transportation of 
the grain south of the 
border. Mexico’s rail system 
is straining to deliver the 
unprecedented amounts of 
grain to the country’s 
drought-stricken areas. 

The sale, of course, will 
help President Carter’s bid 
for re-election. A Carter 
campaign official admitted 
that the Soviet grain embar- 
go has hurt a lot of farmers, 
and he acknowledged that 
the administration has been 
looking for ways to help the 
farmers get rid of the grain 
they had hoped to sell to the 
Russians. 

The official didn’t deny 
that a Mexican grain deal 
will certainly improve 
Carter’s standing in the 
farm belt. “You might say 
there was a silver lining in 
those rainless clouds,” he 
said. 

SURPLUS POL? A new 


movement is afoot, say our 
sources, to dump President 
Carter’s campaign manager, 
Robert Strauss. He has been 
battling behind the scenes 
with the president’s trusted 
adviser and _ re-election 
strategist, Hamilton Jordan. 
And the wily Jordan, say 
insiders, is pulling strings to 
get rid of Strauss. 

Jordan, it seems, resents 
the fact that Strauss brought 
many of his own aides to 
work for the Carter-Mon- 
dale re-election committee. 
Jordan thinks Strauss has 
too much power over the 
commitee. Jordan also 
believes the gregarious Tex- 
an is too candid with the 


press. 

Strauss has always 
worked closely -- and 
worked well -- with the 


Carter campaign commit- 
tee’s treasurer, Tim Kraft. 
But lately, say our sources, 
Kraft has eagerly joined 
Jordan. in his dump-Strauss 
effort.

At the present time each community deals with its problems of water supply and quality independently of surrounding communities. Regional 
water systems should be planned and implemented to take advantage of the natural watershed areas so as to insure adequate supply and water 
quality to each of the communities within each regional district. 

. The regional approach should also be implemented in the area of refuse disposal. Recycling plants, incinerators, and sanitary landfills designed 
to hartdle refuse at the regional level can be much more efficient and cost effective than those at the local level ; 

Regional planning works to the benefit of the local community not only by providing better service but also by lowering costs to the individual 
communities.

‘‘We can put it into language to protect 
the town.’’ White told the planning board. 
‘‘We intend to tie it down so that you’d 
have complete control. 

‘‘We have plenty of leeway between now 
and the second Monday of November,” 
White said. ‘“‘There is ample time to 
prepare the proper language, which town 
counsel will scrutinize. 

‘‘We want to work closely with both the 
planning board and selectmen,’’ White 
added, ‘‘and we can move rapidly.”’ 

White said he fears that delaying his 
proposal until a spring fall town meeting, 
as the selectmen have requested, would 
attract other developers to present 
similar warrant articles. 

“This could get a little out of control,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘There are several parcels 
that could come into town meeting for con- 
dominiums — and I for one would vote 
strongly against them.’’ 

The former selectman repeated his wish 
to build ‘‘something we could all be proud 
of here in Andover — something very, 
very outstanding.” 

Director of Community Development 
and Planning Rhys Kear reported to the 
planning board that he has been con- 
sideriong ‘‘a variety of strategies’ for 
amending Andover’s zoning bylaw to allow 
additional multi-family housing. 

“Clearly, Andover’ s zoning bylaw is a 
1950’s-style bylaw,’’ Kear said. ‘‘We need 
to address the change in the market for 
this type of housing in the last 20 years.” 

Kear said he would present from three 
to five alternatives to the planning board 
during their next meeting, scheduled for 
Sept. 23. for the board to ‘‘blend into one’’ 
plan. 


the developer. 

“If properly designed, a multi-family 
housing development can be a much more 
effective utilization of land and 
resources.’ Kear said, “increasing the 
flexibility of the site and economies of 
Scale.’ 

The key criteria for rezoning land for 
multi-family housing could be a minimum 
parcel size of 18 to 25 acres, the availabili- 
ty of town services such as water, 
Sewerage, drainage, and roads, and 
‘“‘comatibility with adjacent land uses,” 
Kear explained. 

More detailed criteria will be developed 
by the board, he added. 

Chairman Paul Teplitz said the 
selectmen have raised the ‘‘major con- 
cern” that multi-family housing would in- 
crease the density of the town and ‘“‘the ul- 
timately size of Andover.”’ 

“There are visions of opening the 
floodgates and increasing the population 
overall,’’ he told Kear. “How many 
parcels would qualify for this use? What 
would it do to the saturation population in 
town?”’ 

There are seven parcels of land, totall- 
ing approximately 200 acres, that could be 
considered suitable for multi-family hous- 
ing, Kear replied. 

He calculated that if all those sites were 
developed, the population would increase 
by 1200-2500 people, or approximately ten 
perent. 

He added, however, that not all of the 
seven sites would necessarily be available 
for development. 

In addition, the town’s water, sewer and 
drainage system, which is ‘‘structured to 
deal with current zoning,’’ could be 
modified ‘as part of the planning 
process’’ to deal with increased density, 
Kear said.

White said there is a possibility he will 
place two articles before town meeting: in 
addition to his request to rezone the An- 
dover Street parcel, he may submit an 
amendment to the zoning bylaw as well.

Teplitz repeated the board’s recent 
recognition that there is a need for ad- 
ditional multi-family housing in Andover, 
primarily among those at or near retire- 
ment age.

To quiet public fears that he intends to 
use the Andover Country Club only as a 
gravel operation, developer Yvon Cormier 
now proposes to begin building homes on 
the 360-acre site sooner than he had plann- 
ed. 

Representing Cormier, engineer Arthur 
Fosse of Dana F. Perkins Associates, 
Reading. Tuesday night asked the Plan- 
ning Board to lift a restriction that 
stipulates Cormier must complete a 
roadway before he begins building along 
it. 

The ‘‘Westminster’’ roadway located in 
section one of the seven-section subdivi- 
sion, will connect Canterbury Street and 
Chandler Circle. A total of 69 houses will 
eventually be built on cul-de-sacs along 
the roadway. 

Fosse said the developer would now like 
to begin building approximately 20 houses 
when the roadway is half completed, 
rather than wait until it is finished, ‘‘to il- 
lustrate that this is a subdivision and not a 
gravel pit.”’ . 

This plan would leave cleared land 
‘“‘open’’ for a shorter period of time, Fosse 


said, ‘‘which is a heck of a lot better than . 


leaving it all cut up.” 

The restriction is one of several placed 
on Cormier last year when he was granted 
definitive approval for section one of the 
subdivision. Construction began on that 
section last fall. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
said the restriction was intended to make 
sure the developer completed the basic

Cormier appeared before the planning 
board Tuesday night to request their 
review and acceptance of revised plans for 
grading in section one.
